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FSSA announces amendment to the CMHW Program 
Effective November 1, 2019, the Family and Social Services Administration 

(FSSA) implemented an amendment to the Child Mental Health Wraparound 

(CMHW) State Plan benefit. The amendment removed two requirements: 

 Wraparound facilitation agencies are no longer required to have a 

letter of endorsement from the local system of care. 

 Evaluators and wraparound facilitators are no longer required to 

qualify as an Other Behavioral Health Professional (OBHP) as defined 

in Indiana Administrative Code 405 IAC 5-21.5-1.
